[Editorial Report] Tirana Domestic Service in Albanian at 1800 GIT on 3 September 
broadcasts a 15 minute ATA summary. of foreign media reports on events in Kosovo, 
stating at the beginning of the broadcast that many items have been carried 

the foreign media, not only on the recent rials in Kosovo but also on 
wave of attacks by Serb chauvinists against Albanian education and culture. 


An article by (Viktor Meyer) published in FRANKFURTER ALLCEMEINE on 18 Aug 1981 
is cited as referrirg to the recent trials in Kosovo and the “unusually harsh 
sentences." It also refers to a “total lack of a political effort to f 
solution” on the part of Belgrade. FRAMEFPURTER ALLCENEINE writes of a “general 
front™ adopted against Albanians not only in Kosovo but also in Macedonia and 
Montenegro. It refers to the Belgrade paper POLITIKA on the 

sacked and the Albanian textbooks removed from schools. The article also reportedly 
states that “a sense of national solidarity is noticeable among the Albanian youth” 
and that very few Albanians have registered in seminars conducted in the Serbo- 


Croatian language. 


Also cited in this summary is the 13 Aug iseve of the Austrian newspaper DIE PRESSE, 
which carries an article on the trials, seckings and other measures against 
Albanians in Kosovo. According to Tirana, this article also refers to the 
“political solidarity shown by the Albanian population with the demonstrators,” 

and states that the measures taken against demonstrators will hardly contribute to 
reducing tension. 


The Turkish newspaper EGE TELEGRAF is cited referring to the “secret” trials in 
Kosovo, and the continuing arrests of many teachers also in the villages and 
elementary schools. The Turkish newspaper aleo reportedly refers to “popular 
dissatisfaction” and various disturbances recently. The paper adds that the Serb 
military strength has been increased in some cities. 


Among other media quoted in the ATA summary is Swedish television, which carried 

a documentary on Kosovo on 27 August. The program reportedly refers to the trials 
and the isolated state in which Kosovo still exists despite the removal of martial 
law. It states that the Swedish correspondent in Kosovo was unable to meet any 
ordinary people. It refers to “continuing tension" and states that Albanian 
population continues to watch television transmissions from Albania. The program 
reportedly refere to the bad economic conditions in Kosovo and unemployment among 
youth. It refers to the “repressive measures” as harsh and states its doubt that 
these will solve the existing problems.

In his acceptance speech, Zhivkov 
expresses gratitude for the award as a recognition of the contribution of the 
Bulgarian People's Republic to peace, adding that "no objective observer can have 
any doubt that the political and state leadership of our country is doing everything 
within its power to intensify detente and expand cooperation among the peoples on 
the basis of equal rights and mutual advantage." Speaking about the "victory of 
peace,” Zhivkov states that "as realists we are well aware of the fact that this 
victory will not come by itself." After dwelling on the importance of struggle for 
peace, Zhivkov points to the necessity for "all of us to overcome our political, 
religious, national and other convictions in order to implement a wide and permanent 
dialogne and joint actions for the sake of peace and cooperation.” Zhivkov further 
praises at length the realistic approach of “business circles," whose majority is 
opposed to cold war and stresses that "it is an illusion to believe that the 
development of the Soviet Union and of the other socialist countries can be stopped 
by artificial obstructions in trade and in the international economic life."

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IMPROVED ANALYSIS OF RURAL WORKING, LIVING CONDITIONS SOUCHT 
Expectations Unfulfilled

t Makes Life in the Countryside Comfortable?" 


/Text/ Sociological studies in various parts of our country have repeatedly shown 
that a relatively large section of the rural population (about 70-90 percent) has 
extremely close ties with its plece of residence and life in the countryside. 


At the present time roughly 4 million people live in rural communities of the CDR. 
They account for 24 percent of the population. In the past 30 years this figure 
has changed very little. In 1950 29.1 percent of the population lived in the coun- 
tryside. Currently 37.8 percent of the populution of Neubrandenburg Bezirk reside 
in rural communities. 


Advantages and Views 


These facts indicate that, in spite of persisting significant differences between 
town and country, a majority of factors tend to make life in a village, a rural com- 
munity, quite agreeable. Of course some of this is due to factors generally con- 
sidered benefits of rural life: Closeness to nature, work in the fresh air, rural 
calm, little stress. However, these are certainly not the main ingredients of 
daily living. 


The main reason for satisfaction with life in the countryside is represented by the 
important changes which have occurred here in past years as well as the secure 
future of work and life in rural areas, such as once again emphasized at the Tenth 
SED Congress. The political alliance between the working class and the class of 
cooperative farmers has continued to grow stronger and will in future also repre- 
sent the political base of our society. We have seen the development of an effi- 
cient agriculture which closely cooperatives with the sectors anterior and poste- 
rior to farm production. Great efforts have been made to improve working and 
living conditions in rural areas and assimilate them gradually to those prevailing 
in the cities. 
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Highly Esteemed: Good Work 


These changes are highly esteemed by the working people and profoundly reflected 

in their consciousness. According to our sociological studies about two thirds of 
cooperative farmers and workers in agriculture thoug’ t that general working condi- 
tions had improved, including the supply of sealc on the job and heslth care. 

Some 50 percent of cooperative farmers and fara workers considered that physical 
strain had declined, intellectual and skill-related demands risen, work become more 
interesting and waried. The sdvance of our socialist agriculture offers wide scope 
for the evolution of the working people in the course of their labors, the profound 
core of the socialist lifestyle. Coupled with a pleasant atmosphere in the enter- 
prise, the comprehensive involvement of the working people in management end plan- 
ning as well as satisfactory relations in the work collective, these are factors 
which exercise a significant influence on well-being in a fare enterprise. Accord- 
A our studies 94 percent of cooperative farmers feel personally involved with 
their LPC. 


Every Second Person Better Housed 


Changed living conditions in rural areas have a similar effect. This is demonstra- 
ted already by the sight of such beautiful villages in Neubrandenburg Bezirk as 
Daberkow (Kreis Demmin) or Ducherow (Kreis Anklam). Among the most important 
changes of the past 3 decades is the improvement of housing conditions for every . 
second worker in the countryside. This is surely one of the crucial reasons why 
many people prefer to remain in rural areas: The possibility of owning their own 
homes and a high quality of housing generally, coupled with satisfactory neighbor- 
hood facilities. Other contributory fectors are better transportation, service and 
shopping facilities, good opportunities for working and earning in the region plus, 
of course, close family ties and ties of friendship in the village as well as the 
opportunity of working in one's own garden sad household. 


Almost all residents of rural communities in Neubrandenburg Bezirk are now quite 
used to enjoying central water supply (only 3 percent bad that privilege in our 
bezirk in 1945). Obviously this provides the prerequisite not only for good quality 
drinking water but also allows the appropriate sanitary-hygienic equipment of homes 
and other improvements. 


Eighty percent of these achievements are due to the “Join In!" competition. This 
demonstrates the great demand for the improvement of living conditions on the one 
hand, and on the other the extent of the efforts of local state organs, the commit- 
tees of the National Front, agricultural enterprises and industry. 


Differences and Expectations 


‘4 
The results achieved in past years with regard to the improvement of working and 
living conditions do not merely contribute to the well-being in the enterprise and 
village; they are also very much the inspiration for better output, the driving 
force for the rise in fare production. However, as indicated by experience and 
sociological studies, some problems remain to be considered. 


1. At the present time some notable regional differences persist in the develop- 
ment of working and living conditions, which may affect labor turnover. At the same 
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time both social and personal interests will be served if the housing substance in 
smaller localities and smaller production units of animsl production units can be 
used for a long time to come. . 


2. Nowadays particularly great expectations accompany the development of certain 
living conditions. This applies, for example, to better facilities for cultural 

and active sportive leisure pursuits, professional further education end recreation- 
al facilities in the immediate vicinity. They largely help better to satisfy the 
greatest demands on leisure facilities (the need for social intercourse, education 
and communication, entertainment and sport). 


3. Especially the young, that is young cooperative farmers and workers, tend to 
have great expectations and needs with 
Nonfulfillment of these expectations is 
among young working people. in the long 
ing the development of the social structure and 
life in rural coummities. 






ttraction of social 


The complex organization of those factors which will continue to mske life in rural 
areas appealing represents a great demand on our society. This demand does not 
concern farm enterprises and local state organs only, it also calls for more coupre- 
hensive state management and coordination--especially because it tends sore and 

more strongly to affect the rate of production growth.

Text/ The planned organization of working and living conditions in LPG's, VEC's 
Frente farms/ aod their cooperative facilities makes « vital contribution to the 
realization of the two basic targets of SED farm policy, especially the efficient 
reproduction of the labor capacity. Further intensification continues to be the in- 
dispensable condition, because “the gredual improvement of the standard of living 
of all working people requires outstanding performances in socialist production and 
a stable rate of growth in the econosy.” 


Within the scope of a study 77 of the 119 enterprises involved guessed that their 
current analyses of working and living conditions were badly incomplete. Accord- 
ingly we obviously fail to use opportunities 

— For developing performance-promoting effects, 

— Comprehensively to use the principle of thrift in this field also, 


— To reduce unwarranted differences in working and living conditions within and 
between enterprises, 
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— Appropriately to determine the correct priority of the measures for iaproving 
working and living conditions. 


It will be necessary, therefore, with the help of analyses more purposefully to un- 
derstand economic and social development processes in their interrelations, thereby 
to develop reserves and provide assistance ‘or further intensification and the or- 
ganization of working and living conditions. 


What Is To Be Analyzed? 


It will be indispensable in future for enterprises of agriculture and the food in- 

dustry as well as state and economy managing organ: far gore accurately to quantify 
the cost and effects of measures aimed at improving working and living conditions. 

Here the following main orientations of analysis are to be observed: 


~~ Characterization of the status of development by aveans of enterprise indices, 


— Ascertainment qf enterprise expenses as per the target complexes set in the 
planning order and their sources of financing, 


— Ascertainment of the standard as well as the cost:profit ratio achieved, 
— The extent of utilization of the capacities of enterprise social facilities. 


Coupled with the greatest possible utilization of available planning and reporting 
documents, these analyses enable us to gain an exact overview of the results and 
development problems arising in the organization of enterprise working and living 
conditions. To be carefully coordinated ere the extent, the range of investigation 


and issue-related key points, so that the improved analyses aay be produced at low- 
er administrative cost. 





Some of the indices used in annual planning and economic accounting are suitable 
for describing significant aspects of enterprise working and living conditions. 


Economic Indices To Be Used for Analyses of Developmental Status 


At the present time some 85 percent of a11 expenditure allocated to satisfy material 
and cultural needs are financed by the funds of individual consumption. Good re- 
sulte have been achieved in Bad Doberan and Bernburg kreises by incorporating eco- 
nomic indices on personal earnings, the use of bonus msoneys and social consumption 
in the annual enterprise comparisons of LPC's, GPC's fhorticultural producer coop- 
eratives/ and their cooperative facilities. 


More knowledge must be gained regarding the organization of social consumption in 
LPG's, VEG's and their cooperative fecilities. That refers mainly to education 

and the use of the cultural and social fund as per the legal regulations or the de- 
cisions of the enterprise collectives. As, however, only about 25 percent of en- 
terprise measures are financed by the cultural and social fund, we suggest using 

(as a complement) enterprise spending on working and living conditions summarized 

in plan part 4, in order to describe enterprise social services. More important in- 
formation may be extracted from the indices of growth rates of accumlation, indi- 
vidual and social consumption. 
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Working hours are another important field for analysis with the aid of enterprise 
data. Progress in lowering lossec of working hours, the organization of sanpower 
exchanges and campaign-related shifts in working hours not only result in the 
growth of performence--they are aleo « reflection of social achievements. At the 
same time that losses of working hours and the incidence of overtime decline, both 
jod satisfaction and the willingness to perfore of cooperative farmers and workers 
in agriculture show lasting iaprovement. 


Once we have an exact compilation of primary data, the LPC's, VEG's and cooperative 
facilities will have at their disposal informative indices on the utilization or 
loss of working hours by way of the EDF project “labor sanagement .” 


Many enterprises, such as the Arnegruen and Goerits crop production LPC's and the 
Muecheln animal production LPC, develop important output reserves by the regular 
and exact analysis of labor management results. 


Also to be studied regularly is the incidence of eccidents and sickness. This pro- 
vides conclusions regarding the respective enterprise key points for reducing ac- 
cident and health risks, improving working conditions and lowering losses of work- 
ing hours. The Bennewits animal production LPC found it useful to assign responsi- 
bility for these analyses to the social committee. 


Improving Cost Analyses 


Based on the plan part “working and living conditions" increasing numbers of LPC's. 
VEG's and cooperative facilities annually analyze the extent and utilization of 
enterprise spending on working and living conditions. Comparisons extending across 
several years (4 or 5) confirm that the average total of enterprise spending and the 
utilization structure in LPC's, VEC"'s and cooperative facilities increasingly ap- 
proaches the standard in enterprises of the food industry, agricultural equipment 
maintenance and land improvement enterprises (see table 1).

Past analyses of expenditure have shown the following: On the one hand some LPC's, 
VEG's and cooperative facilities indulge in an overly generous organization of 
working and living conditions which noticeably exceed the respective economic per- 
formance. On the other hand some enterprises still neglect the balanced develop- 
ment of working and living conditions, thereby obstructing the planned reproduction 
of the enterprise labor capacity and the further intensification of production. 


It must be « priority for executive boards, managers and cooperation councils as 
well as state and economy managing organs to get rid of these unwarranted variations 
at the same time as enterprises are strengthened from the economic aspect. 


Part of the expenditure analysis aust be the study of planned or utilized sources 
of finance (see table 2). To be noted in this context is the significant propor- 
tion of investment measures devoted to working and living conditions; however, we 
should mention that many measures aimed at the iaprovement of working conditions 
serve productive eccumlation also. In some enterprises the quality of investment 
preparation relating to measures for the isprovement of working and living condi- 
tions is inferior (unjustifiably) to thet relating to production plant.

A look at the sources of finance further demonstrates that cost funds are largely 








used to improve working and living conditions. There are still some enterprises, 
though, which underestimate the exact planning and supervision of expenditure fin- 
anced from the cost fund and therefore do not have an accurate total overview. 
The improvement of such incomplete analyses will help improve the quality of the 
planning and reporting of working end living conditions while, at the same time, 
impressing even more strongly on the working people the dimensions achieved in the 
social services of enterprises. 


An important key point in the enterprises are the measures for the improvement of 
working conditions. Though in recent years remarkable results were achieved espe- 
cially in animal production by planned socialist rationalization which involved « 
lessening of heavy physical labor, the proportion of traditional barns compels us 
in future aleo to appropriate 211 available powers and resources for the proper 
reconstruction of those animal production facilities which lend themselves to 
such reconstruction. 
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At the same time it will be necessary to develop all reserves for the improvement 
of working conditions in crop production by utilizing every opportunity offered for 
the in-enterprise construction of rationalization aids as well as regional rationa- 
lization. 


Enterprises and state organs often encounter some difficulties in properly classify- 
ing items for the analyses. Some enterprises wrongly assign all investment measure 
to this complex, arguing that all investments involve definite improvements in work- 
ing conditions. However, the regulations for planning, accounting and statistics 
provide that “investments to safeguard working and living conditions as relating to 
..-New construction and the expansion of enterprises, enterprise sections or facili- 
ties are an indispensable part of the respective investment projects and must not, 
therefore,,be included in the index figure ‘improvement of working and living con- 
ditions.'" 


At the same time it is provided that investments for the rationalization of jobs 
must be planned and appropriately reported in the group of tasks “working condi- 
tions." The uniform grouping of the many measures for the organization gf working 
and living conditions as per the system prescribed in the planning order helps 
notably to improve the quality of planning and analysis as well as exact compari- 
sons with other enterprises. 


To Perfect the Analysis of the Standard of Working and Living Conditions 


Very important for the appraisal of the standard of development are the indices on 
the "extent of enterprise welfare." They include, among others, attendance at 
cafeteria meals, the modernization of housing, work medical or preventive general 
medical examinations. This illustrates enterprise working and living conditions 

in this field (see table 3). By ascertaining these indices and including them in 
appraisals or enterprise comparisons it will be possible to arrive at well informed 
conclusions on variations in advances or development problems while keeping admini- 
strative costs relatively low.

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It is useful to combine this enterprise analysis with the general appraisal of the 
respective region (for instance availability of nursery school and creche places, 
use of regional cultural and sports facilities). When analyzing the standard of 
working and living conditions it is particularly important to study working condi- 
tions, including job difficulties, health hazards or unilateral physical or intel- 
lectual stress. Such surveys should be used in order, with the aid of socialist 
rationalization and the application of scientific-technological advances, far more 
effectively to plan, more comprehensively organize and more exactly report the im- 
provement of working conditions. 


The Langenstein crop production VEG may serve as an example for the achievement of 
remarkable results in the analysis and planned improvement relative to this field. 
By the exact determination of job difficulties, the causes of accidents and sick- 
ness as well as enterprise measurements of noise or vibration stress, the manage- 
ment obtained an accurate overview. At the same time the analysis and the further 
improvement of working conditions were made the constant objective of labor union 
mass initiatives. The systematic conclusion of innovator agreements and the wealth 
of initiatives by the enterprise committee for quality characteristics meeting 
safety standards largely contributed to the pleuned transformation of jobs. In 
1979 alone 18 innovator suggestions were submitted and applied by the enterprise 
for the improvement of working conditions. 


For 1980 the Langenstein VEG incorporated in the plan part science and technology 
such rationalization measures as resulted in the intensification of production and, 
at the same time, the organization or transformation of 25 jobs (8 percent of the 
total). The accomplishment of plan tasks for teducing job difficulties is included 
in the managers reports to the collectives. Unfortunately many LPG's, VEG's and 
cooperative facilities still either fail completely or in part to draw up exact 
analyses of working conditions and use them in annual planning for the transforma- 
tion of jobs in the plan part science and technology. In 1980, for example, the 
majority of LPG's in Kreis Koethen omitted the planning of such measures within the 
scope of the plan part science and technology. 





The socialist principle of thrift requires data--arrived at step by step--on 
cost:result ratios with respect to measures for the improvement of working and 
living conditions also. Our experiences here are scant. It is therefore impera- 
tive for data to be compiled about the cost:benefit ratio of enterprise working 

and living conditions, beginning with the partial processes mogt easily ascertained 
and for these to be used in the management process. The study showed, for example, 
that prosperous LPG's or cooperative facilities with well developed working and 
living conditions spent M192 per VbE for commter transportation in 1979. On the 
other hand, a group of less prosperous enterprises with unduly generous working 

and living conditions spent M386 per VbE on commuter transportation (involving a 
comparable number of persons). 


Analysing and Improving the Utilization of Enterprise Social Facilities 





Together with the expansion of the material-technical base of production in recent 
years, LPG's and VEG's established many social facilities for cooperative farmers 
and workers in agriculture and their families. A purposeful analysis is indispen- 
sable for the rational use of these capacities also. As the type, extent and 
structure of social facilities vary considerably in the various enterprises, it 
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makes little sense unduly to centralize or regiment the analyses of capacity uti- 
lization. Instead it will be necessary for the enterprises on their own responsi- 
bility to establish the type, extent, term and target of the analyses of the utili- 
zation of available or future social facilities. It has been found useful to co- 
ordinate such studies in the cooperation council in order thereby to utilize the 


benefits of an enterprise comparison of the capacity utilization of selected social 
facilities. 


Of great importance in many LPG's, VEG's and cooperative facilities is the study of 
the capacity utilization of enterprise housing. As it hardly remains unused, spe- 
cific aspects of the analysis come to the fore. This means the proportion of 
housing used by working people or pensioners, also the extent and key points of the 
use of enterprise subsidies for maintenance or remodeling. Also important is the 
ascertainment of unduly ample living space as well as the analysis of tenants own 
contributions to the maintenance or reconstruction of enterprise housing. Many 
housing problems can be settled more quickly when such analyses are available, and 
new initiatives are developed and stimulated for the more efficient management of 
the enterprise housing fund. 


An urgent problem is presented by regular anlyses of the utilizatimof enterprise 
passenger transport capacities. By coordinating the various transport tasks in the 
enterprise and with the cooperation partners, appropriate labor organization and 
the increased use of public transport, it will be possible to develop substantial 
reserves for the better utilization of seat capacities in the means of transporta- 
tion, lowering runs in enterprise commuter traffic and reducing the cost of passen- 
ger transportation. Increasingly important is the analysis of the utilization of 
enterprise social facilities such as enterprise kitchens and recreation facilities. 
Often, for example, enterprise vacation facilities (constructed at considerable ex- 
pense) are used far less than comparable facilities of the FDGB vacation service. 
As a consequence costs per vacation accommodation are high, and other measures for 
the improvement of working and living conditions, better suited to the interests of 
the working people and society, tend to suffer restrictions. 


With the help of the relevant analysis of the utilization of enterprise vacation 
facilities, the Bad Doberan land improvement VEB, for example, was able in 1979 to 
raise the occupation rate to 94 percent for the duration of the total vacation 
period (May through September). 


A significant contributory factor here was inter-enterprise exchange of vacationers 
as well as the planned enterprise internal and external brokerage of rooms not 
booked. 


The administrative capacities of the enterprise are by no means the only ones to be 
analyzed for the capacity utilization of social facilities. Meaningful coordination 
with the work of LPG executive board committees, cooperation councils or labor union 
leadership organizations help reduce administrative costs and avoid duplication of 
analyses. 


In summation we see that the purposeful analysis of enterprise working and living 


conditions represents an indivisible component of the comprehensive analysis of the 
enterprise reproduction process, an indispensable measure for the more efficient 
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organization of economic and social development and for making available additional 
performance reserves of LPG's, VEG's and cooperative facilities.

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KOSOVO ALBANIAN EMIGRES PETITION EUROPEAN PARLIAMENT

{Article by J.-P. C.: "Can Strasbourg Do Something for Kosovo?"] 


[Text] The situation in the province of Kosovo, after the uprisings 
last spring, is worrying Albanian exiles in the West. The Union 

of Albanian Nationalists, which is composed of the five main anti- 
communist movements, is presently making its case to an ever larger 
number of European politicians to intercede with Belgrade. 


At the upcoming plenary session of the European Parliament in Strasbourg, a resolution 
will be presented by an RPR [Rally for the Republic] deputy. Among other things it 
calls on Yugoslavia to grant Kosovo the status of a federated republic. Five move- 
ments opposed to the Tirana and Belgrade regimes have joined forces for several years 
now in the Union of Albanian Nationalists; the royalists, the National Front (social- 
democratic), the independent bloc (Christian democratic), the democratic union, and 

a group of independents, the partisans of the former commander of the Albenign national 
police in the 1920's, Bajr Kathri, now aged 90 and living in Brussels. 


In the first instance the nationalist union has made contact with a number of Belgian 
politicians of all parties. All promised to look into the problem, to see what could 
be done. Mr Van Miert, the president of the SP [Flemish Socialist Party], broached 
the subject when his party received. ‘ation from the Yugoslav Communist League. 
With no results. 


The activities of the Albanian dissidents next led them to meet with several notable 
members of the European Parliament, such as Willy Brandt, Leo Tindemans, Archduke 
Otto of Habsburg, and the chief of staff of Mrs Veil in Strasbourg. A first proposed 
resolution, offered by the Volksuni Vandemeulebroecke deputy, was rejected. 


The most concrete step was taken by a French RPR deputy, Gerard Israel, who will 
offer a resolution during the plenary session 14-18 September. The European Peoples 
Party, which is composed of Christian-Socialists, has promised to consider the reso- 
lution sympathetically. 


Why go to the European Parliament? The Albanian nationalists note that Yugoslavia 


enjoys special economic relations with the European Community and that the latter 
could urge Belgrade to put an end to the repression they say is under way in Kosovo. 
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The text of the proposal invokes the final act of the Helsinki Conference, to which 
Yugoslavia is a signatory; it recalls that it is desirable for countries that have 
concluded preferential accords with the EEC “to observe basic freedoms" and "respect 
human rights.” The proposal would among other things have the Strasbourg parliament: 


--bring to the attention of the Yugosiav Government the usefulness there would be 
in granting the Kosovo region a status equivalent to the other Yugoslav republics. 


--expresses the desire that the special measures taken as a result of the events in 
March and April be rescinded, and that the university return to its normal status. 


--expresses the desire that the Yugoslav Government consider the possibility of 
granting Kosovos dispersed around the world the right to return to their homeland. 


--calls on the president to transmit that resolution to the commission and the council 
of the European Communities, to authorities responsible for political cooperation, 
and to the Yugoslav Government. 


One of those approached, Jiri Pelikan, former director of Czech television and now 
a European deputy from the Italian Socialist Party, scarcely showed himself to be 
optimistic: “Nothing much can be expected here" (from Strasbourg). 


The Union of Albanian Nationalists is determined to take its case to all the inter- 
national bodies. One of its onjectives: to dissociate Albanian dissidents, in the 
eyes of European, and especially Belgian, public opinion, from any form of terrorism, 
which they condemn. The union deplores the fact that "Yugoslavia is trying to get 
people to believe that . Albanians are terrorists, even with respect to a coffee- 

house scuffle such as the one in Brussels, by exploiting the current wave of terrorist 
attacks." 


The approach to the European Parliament underlines the determination of the national- 
ists to play the game strictly by the political rules.
